He said United States consumers 
must wait while “52,000,000 head of 
cattle and 58,000,000 head of hogs 
| convert 160,000,000 tons of feed into 
top-grade beef and pork.” 


This statement seemingly over- 
| looks the fact that American farm- 
ers seldom fatten more than 25 
| percent of the United States’ beef 
| cattle supply on grains. In fact, agri- 
| culture department statistics show 
| the great bulk of the cattle slaugh- 
tered are grass-fed. This is the end 
| of the grass-feeding season, It is the 
season when cattle fed on pastures 
} and ranges start moving to market 
| in large volume. 


Mr. Anderson’s statement that he 
feels that present price ceilings are

rubber agreement

erican source here at 150,000 tons, 

The United States already has 
taken the 95,000 tons she agreed to 
buy during the second half of 1946 


and Britain recently was able to 
take only a small token shipment, 
As a result, Malayan warehouses 


are crowded and dealers are buy- 
ing only small amounts and paying 
as much as three cents less than 
the price established under the 
agreed Anglo-American scale of 
23's cents a pound 

Stagnation of the rubber trade 
has greatly increased Malayan sene 
timent for return to a free market, 
Proponents argue that the increas- 
ed needs for rehabilitating the 
world would maintain a rubber price 
high enough to permit paying in-

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Britons Hope Russian Deeds 


Will Back Up Stalin ' s Words 


Ry Charles Nichols 


LONDON. Deeds more than 
words are needed to ease the 
tension that is keeping the great 
powers apart and delaying settle- 
ment of the peace. 

This, in brief, is the reaction in 
Britain to the remarks by Russia's 
Marshal Stalin that he sees no 
immefiate prospect of war in 
Europe, that he thinks western 
encirclement of the Soviets is im- 
possible, and that he considers 
closer ties between his country and 
the democracies of the west 
practical. 

The marshal's words, coming in 
the midst of widespread  inter- 
national debate on 
tion of world affairs, has had a 
happy reception here. It is the 
most welcome note heard from any 
Furopean capital in six months, 
It has lifted, sligthly at least, the 
lowering clouds of depression over 
the future of peace which has 
darkened the lives of peoples of 
this part of Europe 

But, after taking the fullest 
satisfaction from this expression 
of hope from Russia, Britons are 
watching eagerly for corroborative 
backing. They are prepared to take 
the marshal’s words at their 
fullest face value, but before giv- 
ing way to unqualified hope, they 
look for answers to these questions: 

1. Will Stalin’s expressed con- 
fidence that there is no chance 
of western encirclement be reflect- 
ed in the cessation of the current 
repeated attacks in the Soviet 
press against Britain, British policy 


and Anglo-American co-operation? | 


This has been a major and perhaps 
the all-important cause of anxiety 
in Britain for it has been main- 
tained without iet-up in the of- 
ficial Soviet press and radio in 
spite of the existence of the Anglo- 
Soviet alliance. 
Russian Trade Sought 

2. Will Stalin’s expressed hope of 
cultural and economic links be- 
tween Britain and Russia be re- 
flected in greater Soviet readiness 
to negotiate trade with this 
country? 

3. Will his absolute belief in co- 
operation between east and west 
lead to lessening of violent attacks 
by the Soviet against Britain and 


America in the U.N. and Paris 
conferences, and will it lead to 
attempts to settle outstanding 


differences through usual channels 
of diplomacy? 

4. Will that same hope for co- 
operation be demonstrated by a 
willingness to deal with the core 
problems of Europe—the future of 
Germany and Austria—and thus 
facilitate the restoration of 
stability to the continent? 

5. Will his denial of western 
encirclement be supported by an 
agreement to permit international 
inspection of armament plants in 
the Russian zone of the reich as 
well as in other zones? 


Would Breathe Easier 

Tf as is hoped, any or some of 
these questions are answered af- 
firmatively by action, Britain and 
all Europe indeed will breathe 
more easily. 

Exception may be taken to one 
remark in Marshal Stalin's other- 
wise conciliatory statement: his 
reference to the desire of military 
cliques in the west to maintain 
mobilization. This does not seem 
to ring true in light of the fact, 
that Russia maintains complete 
mobilization of five million men as 
well as occupation forces through- 
out eastern Europe.

With many other problems now 
under attack at the Paris peace 
conference, the foreign ministers of 
Britain, the United States, Russia 
and France tentatively expect to 
get to the German issue in a new 
four-power meeting soon after the 
Paris sessions wind up. 

Even before that there are at 
least two ways, according to Amer- 
ican authorities in which the Rus- 
sians might find an opportunity to 
go along toward achieving what 
Gen. Stalin calls “the demilitariza- 
tion and democratization of Ger- 
| many.” 

One of these is the American 
plan—thus far accepted only by 
Britain—for handling Germany as 
an economic unit. 

Arms Plants Operating 

| The other bears directly on the 
| demilitarization question and arises 
from the fact that American offi- 
| cilals have numerous reports that the 
| Russians are operating a variety of 
armament factories in their zone 
| of Germany. 

| Some officials suggested that if 
the Russians really want an early 
solution of the German problem 
they could begin at once by join- 
ing in the Anglo-American econ- 
omic agreement and also start 
eliminating war industries in east- 
ern Germany. 

| Stalin's statements of confidence 
in the ability of a capitalist west 
and Communist Russia to work to- 
gether may well herald a new ap- 
proach by the Soviets to the prob- 
lem of international co-operation, 
| it was said, but this can only be 
proved by what the Russians do. 


| It has long been a basic assump- | 
policy- | 


tion of state department 
makers that the Russians do not 
actively want war but have been 
willing to skirt war dangers to ex- 
pand their possessions and influ- 
ence. Among the experts on Russia 
here there was a general agreement 
that Stalin had made “a_ useful 


contribution” to international rela- | 


tions at a critical time. They said 
his comments should tend to re- 
store confidence and relieve the 
| world’s jitters. 

Main Points 

Here are the main points to con- 
sider: 

1, When the new five-year plan 
was announced last February Stalin 
made a speech saying the capitalist 
system would eventually produce a 
capitalist war. A close 
Politburo Member Kaganovich, di- 
rectly warned of capitalist encircle- 
ment.

Officials 
here believe the Kremlin has re- 
| ceived reports the last few months 
showing that Russia’s friends in 
other countries were falling away 
| fast. 
| Another point closely studied here 
is whether Gen. Stalin's statement 
| may be a manoeuvre to tighten Rus- 
sia’s relations with Britain while 
eventually weakening her relations 
with the United States. The tactic 
of dividing the western Allies has 
been tried before. Stalin, it was 
noted, spoke specifically and favor- 
ably of closer relations between the 
Soviet Union and Great Britain. 
His specific comments about the 
United States dealt with the re- 
moval of troops from other coun- 
tries and minimized American pos- 
session of the atom bomb.

The average 
Over 25 years is 16.8 bushels. The acre 
yield is more than two bushels above this 
long term average. 

This means that there fewer 
this year which produced no crops at all or 
disappointingly poor ones; fewer farmers 
who have little or nothing to show for their 
labor, investment and seed; fewer farm fa- 
milies who will have only a trickle of wheat 
-money coming in, The good province-wide 
average yield will spread the proceeds wide- 
ly. So good an average is evidence that only 
a small fraction of farmers will be denied a 
substantial share of the income from wheat. 

When wheat crops are good other grain 
crops are also good, Oats are expected to 
turn in 110,000,000 bushels, from an acreage

Bulgaria’s Proposed Grab. 

Bulgaria has thrown a monkey-wrench 
into the grating and clashing machinery of 
the United Nations. It wants a “corridor” 
through Greek territory which would give 
it an outlet to the Aegean Sea. The request 
is one of the bones of contention at the Paris 
conference. 

Bulgaria won the territory in question in 
the Balkan wars which preceded World War 
1. But it made the tactical mistake of join- 
ing the Germany-Austria-Turkey combinat- 
icn in that major conflict, at the end of which 
Thrace was given to Greece. 

In World War II Bulgaria joined the Axis. 
It has therefore no claim whatever to favors 
from the Allied powers, while Greece earned 
their sympathy and protection at a_ terrific 
cost. 

Bulgaria’s modest demand that western 
Thrace be taken from Greece and given to it 
would get no consideration—as it deserves 


none—but for the fact that Russia is backing | 


the proposal. The inconsistency of thus de- 
manding that a little Allied state be robbed 
to enrich a former Axis state is for Moscow 
to explain away. 

Whatever explanatory formula it may 
choose to advance, the fact is that this de- 
mand is one of the points on which the Paris 
conference has dead-locked. And one of the 
reasons why the powerful influence of the

The school leaving age will go 
up to 15 in April 1947. This will 
affect 390,000 children in England 
and Wales and will require 6,000 
new classrooms and 13,000 new tea- 
chers. The classrooms will consist 
| of prefabricated huts to begin with. 
|Up to now teacher training con- 
|sisted of a two year course pro- 
| ducing about 10,000 teachers each 
}year. By overcrowding training 
| colleges 15,000 a year can be put 
| in the schools, 
| This will be supplemented by in- 
'tensive one year emergency courses 
followed by two years’ part time 
study while teaching. There wil 
be 50 emergency training colleges 
at the end of this year. There have 
been 60,000 applications since the 
war ended. The majority of them 
lare between 23 and 45 and they 
| are said to be a new type of teach- 
er. They have had widely varying

}experiences and it is expected 
they will bring new life to the 
teaching profession. 

All the reforms in the 1944 Act, 


provision of nursery 
schools, a leaving age of 16, county 
colleges and extension of tech- 
nical education will ‘require 70,000 
to 80,000 additional teachers.

The method of achieving parity 
of education for all is now the sub- 
ject of much comment. That prin- 
ciple is laid down in the Act. The 


method of achieving it is left 
to the local authorities. In Lon- 
don it has been suggested that a 


multilateral grouping of all kinds 
of schools into one whole would be 


the best method. 
That is to say, the Grammar 
school, (the old established sec- 


ondary school) the modern school, 
(the new secondary school taking 
elementary school children at 11 
years of age) and the technical 
school would all be part of one and 
the same institution. There would 
be no discrimination between the 
old and the new type nor between 
the academic and the technical 
student. 

This plan has not yet been ad 
opted by the government and in 
any case it would be years before 
building could accomplish it, but 
the storm is already raging.

of seige which prevails. There is, 
however, one small blot on the 
otherwise blameless escutcheon of 
the British Civil Service. It 
of interest since it casts some light 
upon the whole capacity to govern 
of Britain's Labor administration. 

Three days after Irgun terror- 
ists blew up the King David 
hotel the council of the first div- 
ision of the Civil Service Assoc- 
iation held a meeting in Jerusalem. 
This council represents the inter- 
ests of two or three hundred of 
the most highly placed officials in 
the Palestine government. They 
passed a resolution which, after ex- 


is 


pressing their abhorence of the 
outrages committed by Jewish 
terrorists and urging the British 


government to pay generous com- 


Pensation to the dependents of 
those who had been murdered, 
went on as follows: 


“The Association desires to stress 
that this mass murder is the culmin- 
ation of a series of such acts extend- 
ing over a number of years, and 
they trust that it will be clear 
to His Majesty’s government that 
this state of affairs cannot continue 
and that a final decision on policy 
must be immediately taken and 
firmly implemented. Loyal as they 
are to the government which they 
serve, civil servants cannot be ex- 
pected to continue to make these 
sacrifices wathout apparent ob- 
ject. Nor can they be expected to 
collaborate with any public instit- 
ution whose aims are criminally 

antagonistic to the government.” 


This resolution was sent to the 
High Commissioner with the re- 
quest that it be forwarded to the 


Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
George Hall. 
*x* * * 

In speaking of a “public institut- 
ion whose aims are crimimally an- 
tagonistic to the government,” these 
civil servants clearly had in mind 
the Jewish Agency which, whatever 
may be its faults, was in no way in- 
volved in the King David hotel out- 
rage. This phase, therefore, can 
only be characterized as unfair and 
prejudiced, But the real improp- 
riety committed by these civil serv- 
ants was in taking it upon them- 
selves to render collective and un- 
solicited advice to the British go- 
vernment on a major issue of pol- 
icy, and couch their advice in 
words that amounted to little less 
than an ultimatum. 

Under the workings of the 
British Constitution, civil servants 
are allowed to have associations 
and trade unions, but these organ- 
izations are supposed to restrict 
themselves to such questions as 
terms of service, pensions, etc, 
Never before has such a body pre- 
sumed to dictate to the govern- 
ment on matters of Policy The

The United 
States countered with radio trans- 
mission over telephone wires only 
to find that few Germans had

Within the past few weeks, however, | 
it has become an open secret that 
the Soviets are dismantling the 
station.

Problem to Danes

KLOEVERMARKEN CAMP, Co- 
penhagen, (CP)—German children 
play and laugh in a field at Klo- 
evermarken camp and the kinder-| 
garten class yells with delight at 
the sight of strangers in the room 
—but the older people are sad and 
sometimes surly. 

The 17,000 Germans here are part 
of 220,000 guided into Denmark by 
the Nazis as the Russian troops 
advanced in East Prussia. Tens of 
thousands arrived a few days be- 
fore the capitulation. A few sol- 
diers and others have been sent 
home but about 200,000 remain in 
120 camps to try the patience of the 
normally-hospitable Danes who say 
the cost of maintaining the refugees 
| takes 1/10th their national income. 

Russian Plan Rejected 

Russia has indicated she will take 
half the refugees ‘if Britain and the 
United States will take the re- 


in Germany. The western powers 
| say the Germans did not come from 
| their zones in the first place and 
decline to accept the plan. 

Life in Kloevermarken camp is 
as pleasant as such a life can be. 

The Germans cook their 
meals, make their own wooden 
| shoes, stage marionette shows and

| None is required to work, none 
is paid, none is given tobacco, none 
is encouraged to make anything 
because its sale would not be per- 
mitted 
| The Danes think the camp should 
be run fairly, decently, with plenty 
of food and adequate accommoda- 
; tion—but without luxury. The men 
| are drably clad, mainly in old uni- 
forms; but the younger women seem 
almost as well dressed as the 
Danes, shipments of dresses having 
come to them from Mennonites in 
Canada and the United States, and 
| from Sweden.
